POST OFFICE 

There is always a Post Office near you in Britain. There are about 23,000 Post 
Offices and about 100,000 post boxes. 

Post boxes are red, so you can see them immediately, and some of them are 
very old (more than 100 years old sometimes). 

Post Offices open at 9 o’ clock in the morning and close at 5.30. On Saturday 
they close at 12.30. 

If you want to send a letter or a postcard to an address in Britain you can choose 
between first class or second class post. First class post is delivered immediately 
(usually on the first day after collection) but is more expensive. A first class letter 
or postcard costs 14 pence. A second class IIV 2 pence. 

You can only buy postage stamps at Post Offices but you can also get stamp 
books from stamp machines. 

Remember! Tobacconists do not sell stamps in Britain!
